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ORDER
On March 7, 2014, Jessamine-South Elkhorn Water District (“{JSEWD”) tendered
an Application for a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity (“CPCN") and
approval of financing arrangements for construction of a 750,000-gallon elevated water
storage tank and related appurtenances, or in the alternative, a 500,000-gallon elevated
water storage tank. The Attorney General of the Commonwealth of Kentucky and
Forest Hills Residents’ Association, Inc. have intervened.

. The Commission issued an Order on March 24, 2014, denying JSEWD’s request
for deviation from the requirement to file plans and specifications, copies of permits, and
specific financing arrangements until the Commission issues a determination regarding
the appropriate size of the elevated water storage tank. The March 24, 2014 Order
further stated that JSSEWD’s application would not be considered filed until JSEWD
provided the plans and specifications, copies of permits, and specific financing
arrangements to support the request to construct a 750,000-gallon elevated water

storage tank.



Commission Staff held an informal conference on April 21, 2014. All parties
participated in the informal conference. During the April 21, 2014 Informal Conference
JSEWD indicated that’the additional documents were anticipated to be filed between
May 1 and May 15, 2014. JSEWD has not tendered any documents to cure the
deficiencies.

Since JSEWD has not tendered any additional documents as of the date of this
Order, IT IS ORDERED that:

1. JSEWD shall file a report within seven days of the date of this Order
explaining in detail the status of its efforts to cure the deficiencies.

2. JSEWD shall state the amount of the anticipated grants and how long the
grants will be avaiiable.

3. JSEWD shall state when it intends to obtain bids for construction of the
project.
